Online applications are invited from qualified Indian 
citizens for appointment to the post of Principal Counsellor 
in the Family Courts in the state of Kerala. Online 
applications can be submitted from 7-4-2014 onwards. No 
other means/modes of application will be accepted. 

1. Recruitment No. —15/2014 

2. Name of the post :—Principal Counsellor 

3. Scale of pay :—' 20740-36140 

4. Number of vacancies :—Existing 12 vacancies and 
the vacancies that may arise during the currency 
of the ranked list prepared pursuant to this 
notification shall also be filled up from the list. 


The ranked list prepared pursuant to this 
notification shall remain in force for a minimum 
period of one year from the date of approval and 
shall continue to remain in force until the approval 
of a fresh list or till the expiry of three years, 
whichever is earlier. 

5. Method of appointment :—Direct Recruitment. 

6. Mode of Selection :—The selection will be on the 
basis of an interview or written test and interview, 
having regard to the number of applications 
received vis-a-vis the number of vacancies. The 
syllabus for the written test, if any, shall be general 
knowledge, basic principles of laws relating to 
family and child welfare, analytical ability, social 
work and psychology. 
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7. Age Limit: —Candidates should have been born 
between 2-1-1978 and 1-1-1996 (both days 
inclusive). Upper age limit shall be raised by five 
years in the case of candidates belonging to any of 
the Scheduled Castes or adult members of such 
castes and their children when such adult members 
are converted to other religions, or Scheduled 
Tribes and by three years in the case of candidates 
belonging to any of the Other Backward Classes. 
For further relaxation of age limit for other 
categories of persons, relaxation provided for in rule 
10 of the Kerala State and Subordinate Services 
Rules, 1958 as amended from time to time, shall also 
apply. 

8. Qualifications: —Master’s Degree in Social Work or 
a Post Graduate Degree in Psychology and 
experience for a minimum period of two years in 
family counselling. The conditions regarding 
minimum experience in family counselling may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates otherwise 
exceptionally qualified and found suitable. 
Preference shall be given to women. 

9. Application Fee: —' 250 (Rupees Two hundred and 
fifty only). SC/ST and Unemployed Physically 
Handicapped candidates are exempted from payment 
of fees. 

10. Reservation of appointment: —The rules for the time 
being in force relating to reservation of 
appointment for Backward Classes, Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes contained in Part II of 
the Kerala State and Subordinate Services Rules, 
1958 (Rules 14 to 17) shall apply to the recruitment. 

11. Training: —Every person selected for appointment 
shall undergo such training as may be prescribed 
by the High Court. During such period, training 
allowance will be paid. 

12. Probation: —Every person appointed shall be on 
probation for a total period of two years on duty 
within a continuous period of three years from the 
date on which he joins duty. 

13. Tests: —Every person appointed shall, within the 
period of probation, pass department tests, if any, 
prescribed from time to time. 

14. How to Apply :— 

(a) Eligible candidates are required to apply 
only ‘ONLINE’ through the website 
www.hckrecruitment.nic.in. The candidates can 
access the Recruitment of Principal Counsellor 
main page by clicking the option ‘Principal 
Counsellor’ in the link ‘Apply Online’ provided 
in the website. Before proceeding to apply 
Online, the candidate should read the detailed 


Notification, How to Apply, Guidelines for 
Photograph & Signature, FAQ and Sample 
Application Form provided in the main page. 
He/She should also be ready with his/her 
scanned Photograph & Signature (in a pen drive 
or CD) and the details to be filled in the online 
application. No other means/modes of 
application will be accepted. 

(b) The online application process has two parts- 
Part I Registration and Part II Registration. A 
candidate’s online application is complete only if 
he/she completes both the parts. 

(c) In Part I Registration, the candidate has to fill in 
basic information about him/her. The 
information provided at the time of Part I 
Registration is of permanent nature and cannot 
be modified. 

(d) In Part II Registration, the candidate has to 
upload his/her scanned photograph and 
signature, fill in fee payment details and detailed 
information about him/her. The details furnished 
by the candidates in Part II Registration can be 
modified till the Final Submission of online 
applications. However, the photograph and 
signature once uploaded cannot be changed. 

(e) Candidates are advised to have a valid Mobile 
Number/valid personal e-mail ID. It should be 
kept active for the duration of the recruitment. 
No request for change of Mobile Number/e-mail 
ID will be entertained. High Court will send 
various intimations relating to the recruitment as 
SMS/e-mail to this Mobile Number/e-mail ID. 
Under no circumstances, he/she should share/ 
mention the e-mail ID with/to any other person. 

(f) In case a candidate does not have a valid 
personal e-mail ID, he/she should create his/her 
new e-mail ID before applying online. 

(g) If the candidate does not mention his/her 
Mobile Number/e-mail ID, no intimation relating 
to the recruitment will be sent to the candidates. 
Such candidates will have to visit the website 
frequently for getting information about the 
recruitment. 

(h) Before applying online, a candidate will be 
required to have a scanned (digital) image of 
his photograph and signature as per the 
specifications given in the link “Guidelines for 
Photograph & Signature” available on the 
website.

(m) The application fee can be paid only through 
the branches of the State Bank of India using 
the system generated fee payment chalan that 
can be downloaded on completion of Part I 
Registration. Payment of fee by Demand Draft/ 
Cheque/Money Orders/Postal Orders etc. will 
not be accepted. Fees once paid will not be 
refunded on any account nor can it be held in 
reserve for any other examination. 


(n) On completion of Part I Registration, the 
candidate will be assigned an Application 
Number which will be displayed on the 
screen and intimated to the candidates through 
SMS/e-mail and the candidate can take a print of 
the system generated Fee Payment Chalan by 
clicking on the link “Download Chalan”. The 
candidates can also take a print of the Fee 
Payment Chalan by clicking on the link 
“Download Chalan” in the My Home Page in 
Part E Registration. 

(o) Making use of this Chalan, a candidate can 
deposit the fee in cash at any branch of the 
State Bank of India after two banking days of 
completion of Part I Registration or on receipt of 
an SMS alert in this regard, whichever is earlier. 
The bank will not accept any other chalan/form 
for the payment of fee by cash. On depositing 
the fee by this chalan, the bank will provide a 
“Journal Number”.

22. The candidate should obtain the certificate of 
experience in Family Counselling before the 
last date fixed for closure of Part-II Registration 
and keept it with them and produce as and 
when called for. 

23. The candidates should have acquired the 
qualification and the experience prescribed on or 
before the last date fixed for closure of Part II 
Registration.

limit for the Non Creamy Layer), disability 
certificate, claim for exemption from payment of 
application fees, etc. should be produced when 
called for.

In 
case it is detected at any stage of recruitment that a 
candidate does not fulfil the eligibility norms and/or 
that he/she has furnished any incorrect/false 
information or has suppressed any material facts, 
his/her candidature will stand cancelled.

The Hon’ble High Court as per 
the notification cited under reference 2, appointed 
Sri N. Venugopalan Nair, T. C. 22/773 (1), Ambadi, 
Attukal, Manacaud P. O., Thiruvananthapuram-695 009 
as Honorary Special Judicial Magistrate of Second Class, 
Thiruvananthapuram U/s. 13 of Cr. P. C. for one year with 
effect from the date of assumption of charge. Hence this 
notification.
